8. Since 1 September there has been a sizeable increase.in the number of ships, 
both large and small, which enter and leave Tsingtao harbor, and the above- 
mentioned vessels are but a small portion of the total number cleared. Six 
to ten "puff puffs" are seen daily in the harbor.
